Rhubarb Jelly 


This is an old chestnut, but some have 
asked me to send it in again, as the 
time has come around when rhubarb 
sap returning to the root makes the best 
jelly. 

Use red rhubarb and red apples if 
possible; one cup of apple and three of 
rhubarb is the right proportion, all cut 
up whole, skin, core, etc. Cook with a 
little half-cup of water to keep from 
sticking at the start. Cook till it will 
drain, then hang up to drain all night, 
though a fine strainer may be used if 
speed is needed. The cook who gave 
me this recipe said either two-thirds 
sugar to the pound, or pound for pound 
could be used, Add the sugar hot to 
hot juice with a paring or so of lemon 
or orange peel, boil a few minutes to dis- 
solve the sugar, skim carefully, place a 
rose geranium leaf in the bottom ofeach 
glass, cover with paraffin, and a tin 
cover for mice defense.

The Food Administrator of Massachu- 
setts is distributing pamphlets through- 
out the stores and restaurants in Boston 
urging people to use more milk. The 
dealers there are receiving more milk 
each day than they can sell, and so great 
is the zeal of their suppliers that there is 
a story told of a prosperous Vermont 
farmer who sells all he gets and: uses 
condensed milk at home. 

We wonder if this is the case in very 
many towns and cities.._In Andover, 
certainly, the milk dealers have a hard 
time to supply their customers with all 
the milk demanded,. The cost of grain, 
the hard, cold winter which caused the 
death of so many cows last year, and 
the great call for meat are all explana- 
tions for the scarcity of milk around 
here.

While the above communication 
speaks for itself, the editor believes 
that the public should give rather more 
consideration to some of the hidden sug- 
gestions contained in these communi- 
cations than to the actual words them- 
selves. We are told by one correspond- 
ent that the editor of this paper is the 
last man who should do anything to hurt 
Mr. Gleason in his political ambitions, 
because Mr. Gleason has been of so 
much help to him. There is but one 
answer to this: Mr. Gleason has never 
been asked by the writet to do anything 
for him except the sort of work for which 
the coin of the realm is supposed to be 
the sole measure. If he has done any- 
thing except under those conditions it is 
unknown to the writer, serving either 
as editor of’this paper or as.a candidate 
for public office. : 

In the same communication is the 
statement that the men who hold public 
office in Andover would “better look 
out”, for if they do not support Mr.

Later on, another letter came from him 
saying that Daly had been much more 
seriously wounded than was first thought 
and that he was suffering from a severe 
injury to his back caused by the Hun 
shell. “ : 

The two young men enlisted together 
last winter at Fort Strong in Boston 
and went together with the 55th Coast 
Artillery to France in March. They 
were soon transferred, however, to the 
{119th Field Artillery and had seen very 
severe fighting in the last drive. 

Private Daly was born twenty-three 
years ago in Andover and was educated 
at the public schools. He did not grad- 
uate from Punchard High School but 
was a member of the class of 1913. 
From there he went to the Lawrence 
Commercial Day School but he never 
accepted a position in that line of work, 
as, When the cpening came to enter.the 
Andover postoffice as a letter carrier, he 
was glad to do this work for Uncle Sam. 
This was his occupation at the time 
when the call for greater and more 
sacrificing service came. He was a 
member of the Andover council, K. of 
C., and is the third member of St. 
Augustine’s parish to die in service.

Sow More Rye 


As a war measure, the government 
has asked farmers to increase their acre- 
age of winter rye for grain. The quota 
for Essex County is 450 acres. Our 
acreage last year was about 150 acres, 
which means that we must sow three 
times as much this fall as was sown in 
1917. There are hundreds of acres of 
land in Essex County that are produc- 
ing practically nothing, which would 
grow good rye at a profit, if 300 to 400 
pounds per acre of a good mixed. fer- 
tilizer were applied to give the rye a 
start. It would also improve the land. 
Machiftéry will be available for harvest- 
ing and threshing for fields of five acres 
or more. 

More rye should be sown for these 
reasons: 

1. It is a war crep. 

2. It does well on light land. 

3. It is not expensive to raise. 

4. It requires practically no hand 
labor. 

5. It is easily marketed at. a good 
price. 

6. It can be sowed as late as October 
15. 


On With The Firing Squad 


Some of the Eastern papers have pub- 
lished a picture of a German spy swing- 
ing from a yardarm of a Portuguese war- 
ship. This particular Teuton was ar- 
rested for spreading propaganda; he 
was tried, convicted and hanged. Which 
shows that in spite of the general back- 
wardness of the country they have some 
very good customs in Portugal.

Artillery, $1,050,000,000; automatic 
rifles, $300,000,000;-:small arms, $100,- 
000,000; artillery ammunition, $1,900,- 
000,000; small-arms ammunition, $340,- 
000,000; small-arms ammunition (prac- 
tice), $80,000,000; stores and supplies 
(personal, horse, and organization), 
$230,000,000; armored motor cars, 
$ 100,000,000; total, $4,100,000,000. 

Some other expenditures by the War 
Department were $375,000,000 for en- 
gineering operations, mostly in France; 
$37,000,000 for flour; $145,000,000 for 
sugar; $43,000,000 for bacon; $12,000,- 
000 for beans; $9,000,000 for. tomatoes; 
$2,000,000 for rice; $47,500,000 for roll- 
ing. kitchens; $127,000,000 for shoes; 
$565,000,000 for clothing; for blankets, 
$147,000,000. 

Some similar expenditures. were over 
$6. .000,000 for axes; $1,635,000 for 
field stores; $2,700,000 for carpenter, 
and $224,000 for blacksmith tools; 
$2,500,000 for shovels.

Last Friday the retail merchants of 
Boston, New York, and indeed of all the 
large cities were directed that they 
should use the utmost conservation in 
paper. This order came from the 
Pulp and Paper Section of the War In- 


dustries Board and refers to the great | 


waste which has been observed in the 
stores in the use of wrapping-paper, 
paper bags, boxes and office stationery. 
The reason for this is that the govern- 
ment is soon going to be forced to send 
large quantities of chemical pulp now 
used in the making. of wrapping paper 
to the munition manufacturers. 


Germany, of course, has been observ- 
ing strict economy for many years along 
this line of conserving paper and, just as 
her seven years’ start in the saving of 
peach-stones has been a lesson to us, s¢ 
should this great need for paper-savin; 
make us, even though we are not neces 
sarily retail merchants, feel ashamed no 
to comply with ‘‘our bits’ toward th 
making of munitions. We can at leas 
carry More unwrapped packages homx 
and use both sides of a sheet of paper 
but, by no means should we keep fron 
writing to our boys overthere, as the. 
need a great amount of paper devotec 
to news from home more than they neec 
munitions,

PEOPLE MUST FINANCE WAR 


Americans Must Support Fighters 
With Their Money or Become 
Slaves, Says Lt.-Gov. Coolidge 


The following is quoted from the 
Boston Record and because of its per- 
tinence is used as a splendid advertise- 
ment for the Fourth Liberty Loan. It 
speaks for itself. 


There are two ways for the Govern- 


ment to raise money to meet its ex- 
penditures, by taxation and by borrow- 
ing. Last year’ Congress laid a tax 
that was estimated to raise $4,000,000,- 
000. This was the greatest tax that was 
ever raised in the history of the world. 

Now Congress is drafting a bill for the 
purpose of raising $8,000,000,000 by 
taxation. This sum is so large that it is 
almost beyond comprehension. It is 
thought to be the limit by some, of what 
can be secured from taxation without 
running over the line into confiscation. 
It is .032 out of every dollar in the land, 
which is close to the annual income from 
invested property. 

The other means of financing the war 
is from borrowed money—looking at it 
from the point of the lender rather than 
the borrower we call it a loan. Since we 
entered the war there have been three 
loans, the first for $2,000,000,000, to 
which the subscriptions were just over 
$3,000,000,000; the second for $3,000,- 
000,000, to which the subscriptions were 
just over $4,000,000,000; and a third 
loan of not less than $3,000,000,000 or 
more than $5,000,000,000, to which the 
subscriptions were $4,176,000,000. In 
addition to this a large sum has been 
raised from the sale of thrift stamps. 

The popular response to the national 
appeal has been shown not only by the 
amount of money raised—since the war 
began that amount almost equals the 
entire expenditure before made by the 
nation since. the Government was 
formed under the Constitution in 1787— 
but by the: tremendous number sub- 
scribing to the loans. 

When the war broke out there were 
about 230,000 bond owners in the 
country. The first loan had 4,000,000 
subscribers, the second 9,400,000, and 
the third 17,000,000. Of course, this is 
a world record. But it must now. be 


surpassed. 


America is now asking for a loan of 
$6,000,000,000, a new world record in 
amount amount. It must be taken by 
a world record in the number of sub- 
scriptions. The resources are here to do 
it. We have a population of nearly 
110,000,000. We have -a_ national 
wealth of $250,000,000,000. Our na- 
tional debt is scarcely 5 per cent of that 
wealth. The national debt of Great 
Britain is 45 per cent. Our resources 
have not vet been touched. We have 


not put forth our might. 


Knowing the size of the task and the 


.power we have to perform it, all that re- 


mains is to realize the necessity. 

Our allies have put all their strength 
into the war. They can hold their own 
for a time. They cannot increase their 
forces. Unless these forces are increased 
we cannot win. There is only one choice 
before us from a cold dollars and cents 
point of view. Shall we take our money 
now to supply the means of victory to 
our cause, or shall we keep it to have it 
taken from us later by a_ victorious 
Germany? 7 

We are going to pay for the winning 
of the war. Shall we pay tor our own 
victory now or shall we later pay for a 
German victory? This is the question 
squarely before the American. people. 

I have used the words American 
people advisedly. Here the people own 
the wealth of the country. Now and 
then there is a great fortune in the hands 
of one person, but in amount too small 
to last long in a war that costs $2,000,000 
each hour. The people own the wealth, 
the war is for the protection of the 
people, they must pay for it, no one else 
ean. Everybody ymust subscribe. ac- 
cording to their means. If we fail the 
war fails. 

We know the size of the task. We 
We 
know the justice of our cause. The 
world has been threatened before—will 
be threatened again—but in the magni- 
tude of the calamity that a German 
victory would mean there is no parallel. 

The light and, the hope of man would 
be extinguished. Truth and justice and 
righteousness would be overcome, free- 
dom would perish, and a slavery not only 
of the body but of the soul would be the 
common lot of the liberty-loving na- 
tions.of the earth. Others have had the 
disposition to do this—modern science 
has put in the hands of a few men in 
Germany a menace of its achievement 
which is not only real but imminent. 
The power tg stay their hand completely 
and forever lies with America. and 
America alone. The lot of Belgium, of 
Serbia, of Russia, tells,us what will be 
our lot if we fail. 

America has sent its best and dearest 
to the battle line. They have covered 
our arms with glory on sea and land. 
That sacrifice the nation can never 
repay. The call now is as nothing 
compared to that. It is for that which 
is now our cheapest possession, which 
will be repaid with interest. Our treas- 
ure shall go with our men. America 
does not fail.

very wide and successful. He is most 
capable and businesslike and this con- 
cern is fortunate in having him stationed 
here. 

Mr. Gillespie, who is in charge of the 
manufacturing end of these masks, has 
been studying for a long time the various 
methods for perfecting this most intri- 
cate and painstaking product. There 
is a great deal of detail to be worked out 
and the least bit of carelessness means 
so much,—maybe the life of a man,— 
that no time or skill may be spared in 
the working out of this problem. He 
and Mr. Hilton have been to other large 
and up-to-date rubber concerns where 
they have discussed and learned about 
their methods and they feel that right 
in Andover is an excellent chance for 
turning out perfect specimens of gas 
masks. Because of the difficulty in pro- 
curing help they will be unable to make 
such large numbers of masks as other 
big concerns will do; for instance, a big 
plant like the B. F. Goodrich. Company 
in Ohio, with between 20,000 and 25,000 
employees will be able to turn out four 
or five thousand masks’a day. The Tyer 
Rubber Company, with only. four to five 
hundred workers, of course.cannot make 
so many, but inthis case the quality o 
the work is of more value to the country 
and to the world than the quantity 
and there will be no question but that 
the workers will feel that they are as 
important to the service of Uncle Sam 
as if they were wearing his uniform.

fortunate in having had precautions 
taken early, and the request last week 
for the closing of schools, churches, and 
places of amusement must have had, on 
the whole, a good result on the health of 
the town in general. 

The Andover Board of Health was 
the first in this neighborhood to take any 
drastic steps and the result of having 
such an early anticipation is seen in 
comparing our record for cases of grippe 
with the records of Lawrence, North 
Andover and Methuen. In Andover the 
number of cases reported to Mr. Stacey 
so far is 341 and this includes cases 
everywhere in this town that have been 
treated by local physicians. On Sunday 
there were existing 158 cases and the 
number on the following days has de- 
creased from 45 and 58 on Monday and 
Tuesday to 39Thursday. Up to yester- 
day there have been seven deaths since 
September first in Andover due to either 
influenza or pneumonia, and of course 
this is far less than the number in quite 
a few other towns.
